C. Honoring Ernest Butts on his 90th Birthday.

 (Approved) 

  
WHEREAS, Ernest Butts was born on March 5, 1925 in Milledgeville, Georgia; he has been a Middletown Resident for 
over 53 years, residing in the north end where as early as 1994 he was nicknamed the “Mayor of the North End”; and 
 
WHEREAS, Mr. Butts is a retired Veteran of World War II, worked at Middlesex Hospital, Wesleyan University, a radio 
disc jockey and photographer of memorable events in his community; a supporter of the local NAACP and was active in 
the North End Community Coalition, now NEAT; and 
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WHEREAS, until recently, he was a prominent figure on the streets of the north end, where he hoped to touch someone, 
change a life, or simply give good advice; he showed concern for the neighborhood because he understood the many 
problems his neighbors faced in the north end and felt the larger community was out of touch with their realities;  and  
 
WHEREAS, he always loves a good discussion on any subject from religion and politics to current events; he is known for 
his unusual hats, usually dyed in the colors of the African National Congress and his shirts with political messages; and 
 
WHEREAS, Mr. Butts raised his family in Middletown and has many grand and great grandchildren who inspire him and 
who he has inspired to work and be active in their communities and who keep him 90 years young; and 
 
WHEREAS, Mr. Butts is recognized as an Elder of his community, one who offers the much needed fatherly love that a lot 
of individuals may not have in their lives at this time.   
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF MIDDLETOWN:  That we 
congratulate Ernest Butts on his 90

th
 Birthday on March 5, 2015; his quest for knowledge and his frustration for perfection 

has kept him active as a constructive agitator and motivator, proud of his people and his community; and 
 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:  That we recognize individuals who are the essence of community as a Most Valued 
Player in the City, one of its “Grown-ups” who tells it like it is solely for the love.  Mr. Butts certainly fills that role in 
Middletown.

Councilman Faulkner and Councilman Chisem  are recognized by the Acting Chair; they ask the 
Butts Family to move to the podium.  They read the resolution.   Councilman Faulkner moves the 
resolution for approval and his motion is seconded by Councilman Serra.  The Acting Chair states 
the motion is approved by acclamation if there are no objections.   Councilman Faulkner states 
Mr. Butts, everyone knows him; he was a prominent figure on the north end.  He is an equal 
opportunity agitator and motivator.  He held the system accountable and challenged it.  He does 
the same for the people he helps.  One, we see publicly and one, works one on one with those 
individuals.  His family is here today and he presents the resolution to them.  Linda Brooks, oldest 
daughter states being raised by him, we were active in the community and we will push for 
equality for all.  We will continue with that.  Adeline, daughter, states in 1962 when civil rights 
were brewing and he came to Middletown as a black man and as a Muslim.  Despite the hostility 
he suffered, she cannot remember in the 52 years where he turned away from what he was and 
said.  He never backed down.  He does deserve this and thanks the Council for this.   
 
Councilman Serra states he remembers when he was in office in 1994; he happened to be Mayor 
and Mr. Butts praised and constructively criticized.  He came to my office and he used to meet 
him in the north end and he would give his opinion and he helped at the time in taking care of the 
problems in the north end by advising us and the Police.  He congratulates him on this birthday. 
 
 
B. Honoring John Geary, Person of the Year

WHEREAS, John Geary, Middletown History Teacher at Woodrow Middle School was nominated and chosen as the 
Middletown Press Person Of The Year for 2014; and 
 
WHEREAS, John was nominated by fellow instructor, Athletic Director Deborah Petruzzello who has worked and 
observed first hand John’s work with the Woodrow Wilson Middle School students; and 
 
WHEREAS, John is the Student Counsel Advisor where the students learn to run their own meetings using Robert’s 
Rules of Order to run meetings,  learn to communicate with their fellow students about the  work done by the Student 
Counsel as well as participating in the Mayor for a Day Program where students step into the shoes of  City leaders for a 
day; and 
 
WHEREAS, he has been the Boy’s Basketball Coach for many years; many of his former students coach teams in 
surrounding towns and keep in touch with their former coach;  he is a mentor as well as teacher in the school and many 
former students still communicate with him; and 
 
WHEREAS, John is founder and advisor of the Pride Patrol at Woodrow Wilson, a program to promote recognizing 
bullying behavior and to become an “upstander” and not a bystander for other students in the school; this program has 
500 members and  is recognized by the State of Connecticut; and as a culmination of the Pride Patrol program last June, 
where the Patrol members worked with the Farm Hill School students, the schools were linked by a paper chain made by 
the students to show their stand against bullying, and to show their pride in themselves and others; and 
 
WHEREAS, he created the Woodrow Wilson Garden Club to beautify the school’s courtyard as well as the entrances to 
the school; and 
 
WHEREAS, John has taught for over 38 years, helping young people reach their potential as well as becoming involved 
with their school community; he works to promote a positive atmosphere in his classroom and in the school. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF MIDDLETOWN:  That we 
congratulate John Geary as the Middletown Press Person of the Year;  his mentoring has lead to more kindness and 
compassion at Woodrow Wilson;  he has nurtured young people to respect themselves and others, helping them to see 
the best in themselves and others; and  
 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:  That we recognize the need for more individuals who care for the future leaders of 
Middletown, to  help them believe in community and the need to work together to create a community of considerate, 
concerned and compassionate people.

Councilwoman Kleckowski asks Mr. Geary to come to the podium.  She reads the resolution 
honoring him as the Person of the Year.  She moves it for approval and Councilman Serra 
seconds the motion. The Acting Chair states the matter is approved  by acclamation if there is no 
objection. 
 
Councilwoman Kleckowski  states Mr. Geary  came to Woodrow Wilson Middle school during her 
8th grade and she was thinking back about being on Student Council and I have never known my 
community without knowing Mr. Geary.  Teachers are forgotten heroes and Mr. Geary is a 
consummate professional and a consummate human being showing understanding and being 
considerate.  There is no greater gift than what Mr. Geary has done for many of his students.  
She is proud to stand as a former student and recognizing him for his professionalism and a great 
all around guy and making our community a better community.  Thank you. 
 
Councilman Serra states John Geary has touched thousands of students and in 1994 when the 
Mayor for a day  program was defunct, he took it from the high school to the middle school and 
has taken it upon himself to have them learn to govern.  He touched his sons; he was a mentor in 
baseball and basketball.  His son does a few of the things he was taught by Mr. Geary while he is 
coaching in Portland High School.  His son was named the 2015 Shoreline Coach of the year and 
he mentions John Geary as the foundation he was given in 7th and 8th grade. 
 
Councilwoman Russo Driska states he doesn't like to be recognized publicly and she got to know 
him through former Mayor, Michael Cubeta.  She received a call from him when she was first 
appointed as Town Clerk about keeping young people voting during elections.  She congratulates 
him.  You deserve this.   
 
The Acting Chair states the last couple of years he came to your project pride and I was so 
impressed.  The Pride program does a lot for the kids in the  building and sharing community.  It 
is fantastic and the number of kids involved is phenomenal.  Please keep up the good work; you 
deserve this.   
 
Mr. Geary states he is honored.  I don't like the limelight and I like to promote those around me 
and we have the privilege of working with the young men and women and the first time the middle 
schoolers came in and they used the gavel and they know what they are doing.  With the City 
leadership and the Council, the students coming through the student council will give back to the 
City.  When he was hired he was hired by Dean Soll and he asked me my first year to sit in on 
some interviews of newly hired teachers.  Watching teachers frantically taking notes and Dean 
sat there and never wrote down anything.  How can you judge a candidate without their answers.  
He said I listened to every question and listened to every answer.  I wanted to know if they liked 
kids; I can teach them to teach, but they have to like kids.   If I am teaching a child that excels on 
paper, that is great, but what is he like as a person and that is what we do as educators to give 
back.  Thank you for the honor. 
 
Councilman Giuliano states you made points I wanted to address and the proof of anything is  in 
the result and we have all interacted with students in your charge from Woodrow Wilson and we 
continue to do so and those will be the ones to take our places, I am not worried.  They are great 
students and marvelous people.

 Whereas, the Office of Policy and Management (OPM) established a grant program to release $4 million to connect 
municipal/regional central administrative facilities (e.g., Town Halls, COG Headquarters) to the Nutmeg Network, while 
also using remaining available funds to award Regional Performance Incentive Program (RPIP) grants for various shared 
services projects; and 
 
Whereas, connecting to The Nutmeg Network can provide reliable, cost effective access to high speed internet and the 
ability to share applications between other municipal organizations across the network; and 
 
Whereas, the Information Technology Department has submitted a notice of intent to apply for this grant to fund the 
capital cost of connecting Middletown’s central administrative facility (Municipal Building) to the Nutmeg Network. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF MIDDLETOWN:  That the 
Common Council of the City of Middletown hereby endorses the City’s application for the RPIP grant; and

(Approved) 
WHEREAS, pursuant to C.G.S. Chapter 588gg, the Connecticut Department of Economic and Community Development 
is authorized to extend financial assistance for economic development projects; and  
 
WHEREAS, it is desirable and in the public interest that the City of Middletown make an application to the State for 
$350,000 in order to undertake the remediation of 645 Main Street, Middletown, CT and to execute an Assistance 
Agreement. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL  
 
1. That it is cognizant of the conditions and prerequisites for the state financial assistance imposed by C.G.S. 
Chapter 588gg. 
 
2. That the filing of an application for State financial assistance by the City of Middletown in an amount not to 
exceed $350,000 is hereby approved and that Mayor Daniel Drew is directed to execute and file such application with the 
Connecticut Department of Economic and Community Development, to provide such additional information, to execute 
such other documents as may be required, to execute an Assistance Agreement with the State of Connecticut for State 
financial assistance if such an agreement is offered, to execute any amendments, decisions, and revisions thereto, and to 
act as the authorized representative of the City of Middletown. 
 
3. That it adopts or has adopted as its policy to support the following nondiscrimination agreements and warranties 
provided in subsection (a)(1) of Connecticut General Statutes sections 4a-60 and 4a-60a, respectively, as amended by 
Public Acts 07-142 and 07-245, and for which purposes the “contractor” is  The City of Middletown and “contract” is said 
Assistance Agreement: 
 
The contractor agrees and warrants that in the performance of the contract such contractor will not discriminate or permit 
discrimination against any person or group of persons on the grounds of race, color, religious creed, age, marital status, 
national origin, ancestry, sex, mental retardation or physical disability, including, but not limited to, blindness, unless it is 
shown by such contractor that such disability prevents performance of the work involved, in any manner prohibited by the 
laws of the United States or of the state of Connecticut. The contractor further agrees to take affirmative action to insure 
that applicants with job-related qualifications are employed and that employees are treated when employed without regard 
to their race, color, religious creed, age, marital status, national origin, ancestry, sex, mental retardation, or physical 
disability, including, but not limited to, blindness, unless it is shown by such contractor that such disability prevents 
performance of the work involved. 
 
The contractor agrees and warrants that in the performance of the contract such contractor will not discriminate or permit 
discrimination against any person or group of persons on the grounds of sexual orientation, in any manner prohibited by 
the laws of the United States or of the state of Connecticut, and that employees are treated when employed without 
regard to their sexual orientation.
